Rattlesnakes—Facts 
Vs. Fiction 


In the Museum at the present 
time there is an exhibit of living 
specimens of the four most com­ 
mon kinds of rattlesnakes found 
on the Colorado desert and in the 
surrounding 
foothills. 
T h e s e 
snakes evoke much comment and 
many questions; and here are a 
few 
of the 
more 
often-asked 
questions and their answers. 


Is the Sidewinder the Most 
Poisonous of Our 
Local Snakes? 


It is a surprisingly common be­ 
lief that the answer to this ques­ 
tion is yes. but the belief is en­ 
tirely unfounded. Dr. Thomas R. 
Githens of the Sharpe and Dohme 
Chemical 
Laboratories 
reports 
that of seventeen cases of Side­ 
winder bite, only one was fatal; 
and this bite went 
untreated. 
That makes the death-rate for 
that particular group 
of 
bites 
around 6 per cent, which is quite 
small when compared 
to 
the 
death-rate of bites by Diamond- 
back Rattlesnakes; the latter ap- 
roaches 11 per cent. This should 
not, however, be taken to mean 
that the bite of the Sidewinder 
is not a dangerous thing; if you 
should 
ever 
be 
unfortunate 
enough as to be bitten, lose no 
time in getting to a doctor! 


Does the Rattlesnake Bite, 
Or Sting, With its Tongue? 


No. That tongue that is nerv­ 
ously flicked in and out of the 
snake’s mouth is softer than your 
own tongue, and cannot even 
penetrate wet tissue paper! The 
real use of the tongue is, howev­ 
er, every bit as interesting as if 
it w ere a poisonous fang; it is 
used as an organ of smell. When 
the snake puts it out, invisible 
air-molecules adhere to it, car­ 
rying with them any smells that 
may be around. When the tongue 
is pulled back into the mouth, 
it is touched against two tiny pits 
in the roof of the mouth called 
the Jacobson's organs, which are 
very sensitive to smell. Thus, the 
tongue does not actually smell, 
but carries the odors to the org­ 
ans that are able to detect them. 


The actual biting is done by 
means of two long, hollow, fangs 
in the upper jaw. 
These teeth 
are so long that they would punc­ 
ture the lower jaw were it not 
for the 
fact 
they 
fold 
back 
against the roof of the mouth, 
much like a retractable landing- 
gear, when the mouth is closed. 
These fangs are constructed ex­ 
actly like the physician's hypo­ 
dermic needle, and do the same 
thing — except that what they 
inject is harmful instead of bene­ 
ficial. 


Does the Rattlesnake Commit 
Suicide When it believes Itself 
About to be Captured? 


No. Many people have observed 
the frantic biting of a snake at 
the site of a wound, or at the 
point on its body where a stick 
is holding it down, but this is 
done from pain, and not through 
any desire to die. As a m atter 
of fact, the Rattlesnake is large­ 
ly immune to its own poison. 
Many other animals, 
even 
in­ 
cluding man, are known to bite 
themselves where pain is intense. 
A wolf in a trap w ill bite savage-

)y at the leg that is held, bruising 
and cutting his lips and some­ 
times even gnawing its leg in 
two. 
The Rattler’s self-inflicted 
injury is on the same order. 


Will a Rattlesnake 
Chase a Human? 


Emphatically no. I have heard 
a mother caution her children 
that if they ever hear the rattle 
of a snake, they are to run with 
all possible speed. This is totally 
unnecessary and even dangerous, 
as an excited person may run 
right over the snake. The Rattle­ 
snakes are afraid of humans, and 
they bite only in 
self-defense, 
usually not until actually step­ 
ped upon. And, anyway, even if 
a Rattler wanted to chase you, 
you could easily outdistance it 
at a brisk walk. The fastest mov­ 
ing of the Rattlesnakes is the 
Sidewinder, and he 
has 
been 
clocked at a top speed of less 
than four miles per hour! 


Does the Mother Rattlesnake 
Protect her Young by 
Swallowing Them? 


No — nor does she protect 
them by any other means. When 
the young are born they go their 
way and the mother snake goes 
hers, and if they meet again they 
will not know each other. This 
is true of all snakes. And the 
swallowing business 
is 
impos­ 
sible, as the digestive juices of the 
snakes are very fast and power­ 
ful. dissolving even the bones of 
their foods: this 
would 
work 
quite h hardship 
on 
a 
young 
snake. Furthermore, snakes are 
unabie to back up, and there is 
hardly room in the stomach of 
even a large snake for a little 
one to turn around in. If the 
mama 
swallowed her children, 
it would be good-bye children! 


Can You Tell the Age of a 
Rattlesnake by Counting 
The Rattles? 


No. There are several reasons 
why this will not work. A young 
rattlesnake is born with a tiny 
pre-button which is shed with the 
first skin, usually in two weeks 
or so. Then there is formed the 
permanent button, after which a 
new segment is added to the rat­ 
tle each tim e the snake sheds its 
skin. This may happen any num­ 
ber of times from two to six 
times a year. Furthermore, the 
rattles at the end are constantly 
being broken and lost, so that a 
rattle with more than fourteen 
or so segments is quite uncom­ 
mon. 
This does not by any means 
exhaust the questions that are 
commonly asked; if you are in­ 
terested in this subject, or any 
others pertaining to animal life 
please visit or write to the Desert 
Museum.

The final m onths of this year, now almost spent, find our re ­ 
public and the nations joined with it w aging a battle 011 m any fronts 
for the preservation of liberty. 
In giving thanks for the greatest harvest in the history of our 
nation, we who plant and reap can w ell resolve that in the year to 
come we will do all in our power to pass that milestone; for by our 
labors in the fields we can share some part of the sacrifice w ith our 
brothers and sons who w ear the uniform of the United States. 
It is fitting that we recall now the reverent w ords of George 
*' "Washington: 


"Almighl God, we make our earnest prayer that Thou wilt 
k eep the United States in Thy holy protection," and that every 
American in his own way lift his voice to heaven. 


I recom mend th at all of us bear in mind this great psalm: 
‘The Lord is m y shepherd; I shall not want. 
‘He m aketh me to lie down in green pastures: He leadeth me 
'beside the still waters. 
‘He restoreth my soul: He leadeth me in the paths of righteous­ 
ness for His nam e's sake. 
Yea, though I w alk through the valley of the shadow of death, 
1 will fear no evil: for Thou art w ith me; Thy rod and Thy staff 
th e y comfort me.

‘Surely goodness and m ercy shall follow me all the days of my 
life: and I will dw ell in the house of the Lord forever.’

Perhaps such kids a re n ’t being given a fair 
shake in this war. The other day Defense T ran s­ 
portation Director Kastman w as quoted as saying 
that, to save rubber, school bus service m ay be re­ 
stricted “on the assumption that the physically 
able child can walk two miles to and from school, 
w here w eather conditions perm it.” 
A fine idea, but why the “assum ption” ? Why 
r o t let kids have the thrill of volunteering for serv­ 
ice. Tell a million American schoolboys: “You are 
asked to volunteer for service to save rubber. If 
you will walk between home and school, you will 
be m arching for victory, for rubber saved will go 
o n airplane tires and tanks and battleships”—and 
a million kids will respond. They’d he volunteer 
eoldiers, th e n ! 
Next harvest there will he serious need for 
children in the fields. The old-fashioned idea th at 
outdoor work is “good for kids” is sound enough. 
But it’s a dull, unimaginative way of putting it. It 
should he easy to ask children to volunteer as sol­ 
diers of food production to provide m eals for 
hungry soldiers and sailors and marines and flyers 
011 all battle-fronts. And the asking would get re­ 
sults! 
The general government policy with respect 
to civilian w ar effort has been th at voluntary co­ 
operation is better, w herever possible, than co­ 
ercion. The small hoy is fighting the w ar cease­ 
lessly in his lively imagination. Let him volunteer, 
b e t him enlist. Let him be a soldier, too!

Rationing By All 


The city defense council this 
week received from the state 
council of defense a proclam ation 
by G overnor Culbert Olson on 
m eat conservation. 
K enneth R. 
H am m aker, executive director of 
the state defense 
council, 
de­ 
clares, "M eat supplies m ust be 
conserved. We m ust have the full 
cooperation on the part of eveTy 
citizen.” 
G overnor Olson in his proclam a­ 
tion, calling on all people of 
the state to follow the voluntary 
rationing plan of using only two 
and one-half pounds of m eat per 
person per week for each adult 
and adolescent, gives three rea­ 
sons why such voluntary ration­ 
ing is necessary. They are: the 
necessity of providing of meat 
for our arm ed forces and fighting 
allies; the present high purchas­ 
ing power, would norm ally lead 
to the buying of more m eat; the 
two and one-half pound p er week 
per person would give everyone 
a fair share of the m eat avail­ 
able for civilian consum ption.

The principal WPA sponsored 
project all over th e state after 
January 1 will be nursery schools 
to provide day-tim e care for chil­ 
dren of w orking m others, it was 
learned Monday in a conference 
between Mrs. Frances Horn of 
San Bernardino, chief area su­ 
pervisor for the service division 
o f the WPA in Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties, and the 
county supervisors. 
It was also learned th at the 
rapidly decreasing WPA rolls ov­ 
e r the state, due to the w ith­ 
draw al of w orkers to enter de­ 
fense jobs or private industry, 
w ill limit the num ber of proj­ 
ects in this county as well as in 
all parts of the nation. 
Tiie other project besides the 
nursery schools, which m ay still 
be carried on although greatly 
reduced, is the sew ing room proj­ 
ect. 
The caseload carried by the 
WPA, which during depression 
years provided 
sponsored 
em ­ 
ploym ent for thousands of men 
and women and kept them from 
going on direct county relief, is 
now but one-tenth as large as 
last year, statistics show. Mrs. 
H orn said that in the last 26 
m onths, WPA rolls have reduced 
from 50,168 to 5831. 
C. Burton Gibbs, supervisor of 
th e county welfare and relief de­ 
partm ent was present at the con­ 
ference w ith the supervisors. 
The board decided to continue 
sponsorship of present projects, 
including small arts and crafts 
projects, m aintenance of a few 
sewing 
rocms, 
and 
nursery 
schi ols under the present plan, 
w ith a possible revision to oc­ 
cu r after January 1.

January 4. 
The school year is m ade up of 
170 actual teaching days.
